Student hit by train 


A 29-year-old CSUS' student, 
Morgan A. Smith, is in stable con- 
dition after nearly being run over 
by a train yesterday while crossing 
a set of railroad tracks near 5929 
Elvas Ave 


Smith was taken to Kaiser Hos- 
pital by Metropolitan Ambulance 
Service and was reported in stable 
condition late yesterday with 
severe back injuries 


A social welfare major at 
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CSUS, Smith was apparently clim- 
bing over a connection between 
two stationary boxcars on the 
track early yesterday morning 
when he tripped and feil into 
another train moving slowly in the 
other direction, according to 
University police officer Dave 
Howe 

Howe said that Smith, in trip- 
ping, rolled into the on-coming 
train and hit his back against a step 
on the lower part of one of the box-

cars. 

“He must have been knocked 
away from the train at that point,” 
Howe said. 


University police, Sacramento 
City police officers, and the city fire 
department, Howe continued, then 
arrived on the scene and ad- 
ministered Smith emergency first 
aid 

“In this case he came out pretty 
lucky,” Howe said

The charges were denied yester- 
day by Mark Decker, KERS 
station manager, and Roger 


Walters, KERS faculty advisor. 
Concerning the dissesion, Decker 
said there were only “one or two 
people involved that we were able 
to identify.” He said the moncy 
collected was turned over to the 
ASI. Walters said Debbs “has not 
attended any of the staff meetings,” 
nor has Debbs come to see him 
about any complaints. 

ASI Attorney General Ron 
Toirac was requested to look into 
the matter by the Student Senate. 


ASI President John Giannoni 
reported that the ASI Executive 
Committee was going to meet with 
the Faculty Senate Executive 
Committee. “Things haven't been 
too smooth in the past,” he said. 
The topics he wanted to discuss 
was faculty involvement in student 
affairs, student membership on 
faculty committees and the 
relationship between the As- 
sociated Students and the Faculty 
Senate. 

The Student Senate increased 
appropriations to athletics by ap- 
proximately $8,000 for junior var- 
sity and athletics training.

Non-profit bookstore stays 
solvent, competitive, profitable

This summary of the Hornet 
Bookstore concentrates on pricing 
policy and the determining of 
profit margins to run the business. 
Since we as students, are of limited 
means, an analysis of prices is im- 
portant. 

All textbook prices are deter- 
mined by the publisher's suggested 
list price. Textbooks are sold to the 
bookstore at a 20 percent discount 
off the list price, and the bookstore 
sells them at list price. This 20 
percent margin pays freight and in- 
cidental costs.

Elroy Littlefield, the bookstore 
manager, contends that little or no 
profit is made on textbooks. 

Trade books, those that are not 
required for classes (the books on 
the ground floor) are bought at a 25 
percent to 40 percent discount and 
sold to you at list. Littlefield says 
he would be hesitant to go below 
cost on these books because the 
amount of business done in this 
area is small. A small part of the 
bookstore’s profit is from the sale 
of books and supplies. 

Supplies are where the money 
comes in. Thirty percent to 40 
percent of store sales is from sup- 
plies and it derives five percent to 
nine percent net profit. These sup- 
plies are bought from the dis- 
tributor at a 35 percent to 40 
percent discount. When asked why 
this area couldn't be lower, Lit- 
tlefield said that stores that ge 
bigger discounts for more volume 


University, Sacramento. can lower prices and not lose 


money. 


The bookstore must generate its 


own money to pay salaries and ex- 
penses. At the end of a fiscal year, a 
gross profit of 25 percent is made 
and a net of five percent is left over 
after all salaries and expenses. 

This is allowed by the Board of 
Directors of the Hornet Foun- 
dation as the bookstore’s con- 
tribution to the five percent profit 
the Foundation needs to stay 
solvent. The other services of the 
Foundation lost money or broke 
even, so the bookstore makes up a 
lot of the net profit the Foundation 
needs, Littlefield says. 

Art supplies are the only items 
sold at below cost to “stay 
competitive.” 

Book buyback is determined 
through a complex system which 
hinges on whether the book in 
question is to be used next year. 

New hardbacks get 50 percent 
of their worth and are soid back at

The Hornet Foundation Inc. is 
also involved in the University 
Union. Ten years ago when the first 
plans for the University Union 
building were being drawn up by a 
committee of students, faculty, and 
staff, it was decided to include in 
the Union a cafeteria, coffee shop, 
bookstore, soda fountain, and an 
information desk. The Hornet 
Foundation, aiready having the 
food service concession on cam- 
pus, would have first rights of hav- 
ing the concession in the Union. 

Therefore, 10 years later when 
the University Union was com- 
pleted, the Hornet Foundation had 
reservation space for a coffee shop, 
a cafeteria known as the “Hornets 
Nest,” a dining room known as the 
“Sequoia Room,” a soda fountain 
known as the “Ice Creamery” (yet 
to be opened), 2 bookstore, and an 
information. 

All the space occupied by the 
Hornet Foundation in the Univer- 
sity Union building is rented to the 
Hornet Foundation by the Univer- 
sity Union Inc. The rental rate as it 
stands now is $4.50 a square foot 


per year. The breakdown of the 


at CSUS 


Hornet Foundation’s rent is as 
follows: The Hornets Nest, Coffee 
House, the Sequoia Room, and the 
Ice Creamery take up ap- 
proximately 3,815 sq. ft. At$4.50a 
foot, it totals to about $17,167.50a 
year. The Bookstore takes up | ,650 
sq. ft. at $4.50 a foot, the total is 
about $7,425 a year. 

The Information desk is taking 
up 260 sq. ft. making its rent about 
$1,170 year. This would bring the 
yearly rent of the Hornet Foun- 
dation’s concession to about 
$25,762 per year. 

Included in the lease is a clause 
in which the Hornet Foundation 
agrees to pay the University Union 
Inc. eight percent of the total gross 
sales of its entire operation in the 
Union if they make over $50,000 
each year. 

The rental rate of leased space is 
approximately close to the cost of 
maintaining that space. The cost of 
the building each year, (mortgage. 
maintenance, etc.), is divided by 
the total square footage of the 
building to give the approximate 
cost per foot to maintain each foot. 

Therefore no profit is to be 
made on rent, keeping the cost of 
the services down.

Caucus meeting of the year, held 
last Friday. 

“We feel really good about 
where we stand now” acting 
physical athletic director for 
women Linda Hughes informed 
the caucus. She was referring to a 
P.E. division meeting which 
decided “not to study the pos- 
sibility of combining” men’s and 
women's programs as a former 
division head had suggested 

Chief of University Police 
Donald K. Yelverton talked about 
campus protection against sexual 
assault. A long-standing dispute 
with women and the security 
department about informing 
students was brought up by several 
women who said rape incidents 
were still reported to security that 
hadn't been heard of since. 

Yelverton asked for specific 
cases. He remarked, “A male can 
walk by you in a parking lot and 
brush or touch you, and depending 
on your frame of mind at the 
moment, it could be interpreted as 
rape or battery.” 

Followed to and from class, 
grabbed in the bushes and verbally 
threatened not able to pull away 
until the woman gave the attacker a 
karate chop —- that this is not inter- 
preted as a crime incident is “just 
incredible,” retorted one woman in 
recalling what happened to 
someone she knew. 

“Maybe we should be talking 
about where the policemen’s heads 
are at when we deal with law,” a 
woman said 

“Maybe we should find where 
the law is at,” said Yelverton, who 
then offered to bring laws dealing 
with sexually-related crime to the 
third caucus meeting. 

Yelverton cautioned, “certain 
aspects will blow an investigation 
totally,” if the public knows, and 
added “I would much rather hav a 
reliable information center.”

He said Chris Bender, secretary 
of the Women’s Studies Center, 
should be the person to contact 
about incidents. But he said that a 
description and composite sket- 
ches of assailants often weren't ac- 
curate. 

The availability of a police es- 
cort service at late night hours was 
also questioned by women. Some 
had said they'd called security and 
had been told by officers that there 
was no such service. 

Yelverton replied that officers 
who had answered such calls had 
been misinformed. He also said the 
service had not been advertised 
because with only two to three cars 
available, “what it would amount 
to would be shuttle service, 
something we'd be unable to use.” 

Yelverton disclosed that though 
he had for several years requested a 
24-man force as the minimum ade- 
quate for the campus population, 
the chancellor's office has only 
budgeted for 16-17 officers at the 
most on any state university. He 
contrasted this by estimating the 
UC Davis campus as having 55 of- 
ficers and UC Berkeley, 98. He 
suggested concerned letters be 
written to C. Norman Lloyd, in 
charge of University Police and 
Public Safety at the chancellor's of- 
fice. 

When questioned about hiring 
women, Yelverton said he was try- 
ing to but none had passed the 
prerequisite tests. One woman had 
passed the physicals, he said, but 
she flunked the oral test. He said he 
was leaving a post open and wor- 


king out a training:program with. - 


an affirmative action offiéet. 

“There’s some question if the 
test itself is that necessary,” said 
Ellen Rosser, English professor, 
who added that police tests were 
being tried in court for their 
validity 

Another person who said she 
had been trying to get ina woman's 
studies self-defense class for four 
semesters, asked if the security 
department could not teach a self- 
defense workshop. Yelverton said 
that one man who was qualified to 
teach such a class was unavailable 
but that he could try to get one. But 
women objected that, knowing 
men’s bodies were different, seeing 
a woman defend herself would give

75 percent of their previous new 
price. This is done to keep that 20 
percent to 25 percent margin for 
paying expenses. 

Although freight costs do not 
figure into this, restamping prices 
and other expenses do. Paperbacks 
that had been stamped with 
bookstore stamp prices also are 
sold back for the 50 percent of new 
cost. Pre-priced paperbacks get 20 
percent of list price 

Books not to be used again by 
professors are not worth too much 
in resale value. Pre-priced paper- 
backs receive 20 percent again. But 
hardbacks and store marked 
paperbacks are bought from 
students according to the Nebraska 
Buying -Guide- NBG- then gis. 
tributes thé books to campuses 
who will use them for next 
semester's classes. The usual return 
on these is 40 percent. 

Doris Glorin, text book 
manager maintains that this com- 
pany is the “most competitive.” 

The only instance where huge 
price gains are made is on the area 
of pre-priced paperbacks bought 
trom the students at 20 percent and 
sold back at 75 percent. (These 
books are going to be used again). 
When asked why this disparity ex- 
isted, Glorin said: “The high cost 
of processing them” necessitates 
the big margin. This “processing” 
includes checking the new prices, 
stickering or stamping them with 
new prices, and using a lot of extra 
help to get the job done.

Award winning theatre opens season 


In the limelight and success 
of the American Collegiate 
Theatre winner, H.M.S. 
Pinafore, CSUS will open its new 
theatre season with West Side 
Story, the popular Broadway 
musical. 

West Side Story is a landmark 
in American musical theatre. The 
original production created a sen- 
sation when it first opened on 
Broadway in 1957, running for 
over two years and garnering every 
major theatrical award. It is 
directed by Don Fibiger, a profes- 
sor at CSUS. 

Today, nearly twenty years 
later, the magic of West Side Story 
remains undiminished. This jazzy, 
exciting, dazzling and poignant 
retelling of the Romeo-and-Juliet 
story, moving the action from 
Renaissance Italy to the modern 
urban America of street gangs and 
rumbles, is as fresh and rewarding 
as it was that first opening night.

West Side Story opens Friday, 
Oct. 10 at 8:30, and runs for the 
next two weeks.

The CSUS production of Clif- 
ford Odetts’ stirring drama, 
“Awake and Sing!” has been cast 
and ts currently in rehearsal.

Out of the trials and 
changes, the Berger family emerges 
with new dreams symbolized by 
Jacob's cry, “Go out and fight so 
life shouldn't be printed on dollar 
bills.” “Awake and Sing!” opens 
November 7 and 8 playing the 
following two weekends for six 
more evenings. 

The third offering at CSUS 
especially for the holidzy season is 
the Chicano Teatro production en- 
titled “Regalos de Tristesa” (Gifts 
of Sorrow). The play was written 
by a Chicano Drama major 
Manuel Pineda Picket, who 
worked with Teatro Campesino for 
over four years 

Chicano Theatre is in its second 
year on the CSUS campus. It is 
unique in that Teatro here is done 
on main stage with full set, light. 
and costume designs. The presen- 
tation will be almost entirely bi- 
lingual. It revolves around the 
Christmas season, focusing on a 
particular campesino 
(farmworker) family. 

“Regalos de Tristes” will be 
presented on December 5, 6, and 
11, 12, 13 in the Little Theatre. Ac- 
tors wtil be drawn from the campus 
as well as the surrounding com- 
munity, under the direction of 
Elizabeth Ramirez. 

The Balcony is the first offering 
of the spring semester at the Little 
Theatre. Janelle Reinelt, one of the 
two women directors this season 
describes The Balcony as a modern 
comment on illusion and reality, 
power and politics by one of the 
20th century's most controversial 
writers.

19 thru April 3. The River Niger is 
a powerful drama dealing with the 
problems of a black family in 
Harlem; however, the scope of the 
drama is so vast that it achieves a 
universality that everyone should 
be able to understand. 

Johnny Williams, the play's 
central character, is desperately 
searching for a battleground on 
which he can fight for the rights of 
all black men. This quest sets him 
apart from his son Jeff, recently 
returned from the military, who 
demands individuality within 
society.
